JAY Rodriguez is now a multi- 
million pound Premier League 
star at Saints - but had things 
gone differently he could have 
been working as a plumber in 
Lancashire. 

The 22-year-old this week completed 
his move from Burnley to St Mary’s, 
becoming manager Nigel Adkins’ first 
signing of the summer. 

While he has long dreamed of 
becoming a professional footballer, 
Rodriguez had made contingency 
plans while coming through the youth 
ranks at Turf Moor. 

As he approached the end of the 
under-16s age group, he enrolled on a 
course to provide him with an option 
in case the Clarets decided to release 
him.

“I had a plumbing course booked at 
Burnley College just in case I didn’t 
make it and decided that if the football 
comes, it’s a bonus,” Rodriguez has 
said. 

But football has always run in his 
blood. 

His grandfather had trials with Real 
Madrid, while his dad, Kiko, played 
briefly for another Spanish side, 
Deportivo La Coruna. 

Kiko was subsequently involved at 
Burnley, before going on to become a 
prolific non-league goalscorer in 
Lancashire. 

Rodriguez, though, didn’t start play¬ 
ing football until he was about seven 
or eight-years-old. 

He initially turned out for a team 
that his dad ran in Brunlea, before he 
began to catch the eye at junior club 
Barrowford Celtic. 

His performances there prompted 
Burnley to take him into their centre 
of excellence at the age of ten. 

Rodriguez began to progress 
through the ranks with the Clarets 
and was even given a call-up for an 
England Under-14s training camp at 
Lilleshall. 

However, there were fears that the 
teenager wouldn’t be big enough to 
cut it in the professional game. 

At the time, he was only about 5ft 
8in. 

His dad said: “When he went up to 
the Under 14s and 15s I thought he was 
going to struggle. 

“He always had something about 
him, but I thought it depends what 
they are looking for. 

“The coaching staff had told me his 
attitude was 100 per cent and dedica¬ 
tion was 100 per cent but he wasn’t big 
enough. 

“I said ‘I can’t stretch him!’. 

“He was small and skinny. 

“But I explained that when I was at 
school I was one of the smallest and 
grew as I got older.” 

Rodriguez did indeed follow in his 
father’s footsteps, and he now stands 
in excess of six-feet tall.

He is officially listed as 6ft lin, 
although his aerial ability often makes 
him seem slightly taller. 

Burnley signed him to schoolboy 
forms in 2005, by which time 
Rodriguez was beginning to believe he 
could make it as a pro - and he already 
had ambitions to model himself on 
another prolific goalscorer. 

He told The Lancashire Telegraph at 
the time: “If I work hard I hope I can 
make it as a professional. 

“My aim is to be like Ruud van 
Nistelrooy, because he scores a lot of 
goals and is very strong.” 

For most young players attached to 
professional clubs, there can be few 
less nerve-racking moments than the 
moment you find out whether you get 
a contract or not. 


“I thought the worst , 
when he came to the 
end of the Under 16s,” 
his dad, Kiko, has con¬ 
fessed. 

“All the boys had time 
slots to go in and see f 
coaches to find out whether ' 
they had a contract or not. 

“He had hardly played for | 
the last couple of months. 

Maybe it was a test to see 
how he reacted. 

“Me and his mum went 
down to the club with I 
him. 

“We saw other parents - 
people we knew - walking out and 
shaking their heads. 

“We all felt sick. 


“Jay was pale, I was white 
as a sheet thinking ‘is he 
going to be a plumber?”’ 

There was no need for 
worry, though. 

Burnley did indeed take 
him on, and in the summer of 
2007 then manager Steve 
Cotterill promoted Rodriguez 
out of the youth team and into 
the senior ranks. 

He made his Clarets debut 
as an 86th minute substitute 
in a 1-0 defeat to Bristol City, 
at Turf Moor, on 
December 29, 2007. 
Rodriguez was then 
sent on loan for the rest of 
the season to Scottish Division One 
side Stirling, in order to gain some

of that year. 

“Missing out on the Premier 
League with Burnley did 
my head in,” said 
Rodriguez. 

“I didn’t want to sit 
on the sidelines. 

“I’d hoped to break 
into the team that 
year. 

“I’d always backed 
myself. 

“I wanted to test 
myself and I thought I 
could do that in the 
Premier League that season. 

“I knew it wouldn’t happen straight 
away. 

“Breaking my ankle was a disap¬ 
pointment, but it probably made me 
stronger in the long-run.” 

Rodriguez fought back to fitness and 
spent a month on loan at Barnsley in 
February 2010, before returning to 
Turf Moor. 

But he did not make a Premier 
League appearance, instead being 
forced to watch from the sidelines as 
Burnley were relegated back to the 
Championship. 

By the time the 2010/11 season 
began, Rodriguez had become an inte¬ 
gral part of the Clarets first-team 
squad. 


James is 
honoured 
by Queen 

FORMER Portsmouth and England goal¬ 
keeper David James has been awarded 
an MBE in the Queen’s Birthday Honours 
list. 

Ex-England defender Paul Elliott 
receives a CBE for services to equality 
and diversity in football - the highest 
honour so far received by any player 
from the Premier League era. 

Elliott, 48, who started his career at 
Charlton and also played for Celtic, 
Chelsea and Italian side Pisa, has cam¬ 
paigned for years for equality in football 
and worked for the anti-discrimination 
group Kick It Out. 

He was also an ambassador and 
board member for England's unsuccess¬ 
ful bid for the 2018 World Cup. 

Elliott, previously an MBE, said: “I am 
flabbergasted by this honour, and feel 
privileged and humbled. 

“You do not set out in life to win these 
honours, I have just tried to make a bit 
of a difference and I would like to thank 
organisations such 
as Kick It Out for 
all the work they 
have done. It will 
be a very proud 
moment for me 
when I receive the 
honour.” 

World number 
one golfer Luke 
Donald has been 
awarded an MBE. 

Tessa Jowell, 
the former 
Olympics minister 
who was instrumental in London bidding 
for and winning the right to stage the 
2012 Games, is made a Dame, as is 
Zaha Hadid, the architect of the Olympic 
aquatics centre. 

Rugby union player Shane Williams, 
Wales' all-time record try scorer, 
receives an MBE, as does Britain's lead¬ 
ing showjumper Nick Skelton. 

A CBE goes to Peter Keen, who this 
year stepped down as performance 
director of UK Sport after spearheading 
the funding strategy that saw Britain fin¬ 
ish fourth in the medals table at the 
Beijing Olympics with a similar perfor¬ 
mance expected in London this summer. 

Veteran athletics coach Malcolm 
Arnold, still working for UK Athletics at 
the age of 72, is honoured with an OBE 
for a coaching career that started as far 
back as the 1968 Olympics. 

UK Athletics chairman Ed Warner also 
receives an OBE - a reflection of his role 
in leading the successful bid for London 
to host the 2017 World Athletics 
Championships.

He made 48 appearances during the 
campaign, netting 15 goals to finish as 
the club’s joint top scorer. 

Rodriguez also earned a call-up to 
Stuart Pearce’s England Under-21s 
squad that season, receiving his one 
cap as a 60th minute substitute in a 1-0 
friendly defeat against Italy, in 
Empoli. 

Coincidentally, he was introduced 
into the match at exactly the same 
time as former Saints winger Alex 
Oxlade-Chamberlain, who was being 
handed his debut for the team too. 

Rodriguez’s ex-Burnley teammate, 
Jack Cork, who he has now been 
reunited with at St Mary’s, also came 
off the bench in the same match. 

In March 2011, Rodriguez signed a 
new two-year contract at Turf Moor. 

Just a few months later, he was 
being hotly pursued by Southampton, 
who twice bid for the player, only to be 
turned down by Burnley. 

Rodriguez upped his production 
again last term, scoring 21 times for 
the Clarets, before it became clear that 
he would leave the club in the sum¬ 
mer. 

Despite interest from elsewhere, 
Saints made him their priority. 

A £7m fee with Burnley was agreed 
and, with the club able to offer 
Premier League football, they 
persuaded the striker to sign a 
four-year contract at St Mary’s. 

“It was frustrating missing out 
on the Premier League, because 
it is the best league in the world, 
but I’ve got a good chance now,” 
said Rodriguez. 

“It was good for me to speak 
with Southampton, and as soon 
as I had I knew I had done the 
right thing.”

He also famously scored a goal in the 
dying stages of Burnley’s Carting Cup 
semi-final second leg match against 
Tottenham. 

Spurs led 4-1 after the first leg, but 
the Clarets roared back at home, win¬ 
ning 3-0 to force the tie into extra-time. 

Rodriguez netted the third, although 
the night ultimately ended in disap¬ 
pointment as Tottenham scored twice 


in extra-time to advance to Wembley. 

His season would finish in glory at 
the national stadium, though, as he 
came off the bench for the final 17 min¬ 
utes of Burnley’s Championship play¬ 
off final win against Sheffield United.

THE odd couple have final¬ 
ly parted ways. 

Harry Redknapp and Spurs 
chairman Daniel Levy have 
agreed to call it a day. 

I had just finished my early 
morning sports show here in 
South Africa when it was 
announced that Redknapp 
had been sacked. 

It wasn’t April Fools Day, so 
I gathered the announcement 
must have been correct. 

My first thought was ‘what 
on earth are Tottenham 
Hotspur doing?’ 

Why part ways with a man¬ 
ager who in just four years 
had taken them from the pits 
of the Premier League into the 
top four? 

In October 2008, he took over 
an ailing Spurs team and guid¬ 
ed them to a comfortable 
eighth place. 

Such was their improvement 
under Redknapp that they 
also reached the League Cup 
final that season, only to be 
beaten by Manchester United 
on penalties. 

The following year, he led 
them to the Champions 
League for the first time. 

In reaching the last eight of 
that competition, Spurs pro¬ 
duced some wonderful 
moments, perhaps some of the 
best I have seen in a long 
while by an English club in 
Europe. 

Expectations from there on 
may have been a little unreal¬ 
istic. 

This past season, Spurs were 
playing an exciting brand of 
football. 

They were lying third in the 
Premier League and their 
flamboyant manager had 
emerged from the law courts 
in February cleared of tax 
evasion. 

The 65-year-old must have 
thought that all the pieces 
were beginning to fall into 
place. 

The resignation of England 
manager Fabio Capello had 
everyone clamouring for 
Redknapp to succeed the 
Italian. 

According to the frenzied 
media, the people’s choice was 
an absolute certainty to be 
asked to lead England. 

Unfortunately, nothing is 
certain in life. 

Roy Hodgson was appointed 
England manager, and Spurs, 
with what looked like an 
unassailable lead in third 
place, suffered a decline in 
form that eventually saw 
them finish fourth. 

To add salt to the wound, we 
saw Chelsea firstly beat 
Barcelona - the firm 
favourites for the Champions 
League - in the competition’s 
semi-final, before overcoming 
Bayern Munich on penalties 
in the final, relegating Spurs 
to the innocuous Europa 
League. 

Whispers of discontent have 
simmered over the last few 
weeks, as the chairman and 
manager disagreed on the

extension of Redknapp’s con¬ 
tract, which had a year left to 
run. 

Perhaps Daniel Levy digging 
in his heels was Spurs’ way of 
telling Redknapp that the time 
had come to move on. 

For his part, Redknapp will 
point to his work ethic over 
those four years and ask 
‘Could anyone have done bet¬ 


ter?’ 

It is a sentiment that I 
endorse. 

If good old Harry is to be lost 
to the Premier League, the 
English game will be poorer 
by his absence. 

Ironically, as Redknapp is 
now unemployed, it did cross 
my mind that perhaps Chelsea 
would be interested. 


But, much to my delight, the 
Stamford Bridge club have 
confirmed the appointment of 
interim manager Roberto Di 
Matteo as their permanent 
choice on a two-year contract. 

Andre Villas-Boas’ dismissal 
in March had catapulted Di 
Matteo into the hot seat. 

He grabbed his chance with 
both hands.

ROBERTO Di Matteo’s appointment is just one of 
many that has seen more movement by managers 
than players this summer. 

Another deicison I was particularly pleased with 
was Steve Clarke’s move from Liverpool to West 
Brom to fill the vacant gap left by Hodgson’s 
departure. 

The 48-year-old will manage at the Hawthorns 
and is in his first role as head coach in his own 
right, having previously held assistant jobs at 
Newcastle, Chelsea, West Ham and Liverpool. 

He has worked under a bevy of first-class man¬ 
agers, including Ruud Gullit, Jose Mourinho and 
Gianfranco Zola. 

Renowned for his coaching ability, he served 
Chelsea for 11 years as a player, featuring in over 
400 games. 

I just hope his first step into management goes 
well and that he can match West Brom’s tenth- 
placed finish from last season. 

Another of my favourite managers, the quietly- 
spoken Chris Hughton, has been given the 
Norwich job. 

I must confess I was disappointed when he was 
let go by Newcastle, as his record at St James’ 
Park was pretty good. 

Out of 70 games in charge, he won 39, drew 17 
and lost 14. 

He joined Birmingham after Alex McLeish left to 
take over Aston Villa, and he led 
the Blues to the 
Championship play-off semi 
finals last season, losing 
to Blackpool. 

Hughton follows former 
Norwich boss Paul 
Lambert at Carrow Road. 

Lambert has secured 
the Aston Villa position 
and leaves behind a lega¬ 
cy of success that will be 
hard to follow. 

Successive promotions at 
Carrow Road have seen 
the Canaries establish 
themselves in the 
Premier League. 

Hughton now needs to take Norwich forward, 
and he brings with him virtually the whole back¬ 
room staff from Birmingham. 

His first job will be to persuade Grant Holt, 
Norwich’s top scorer, to withdraw his transfer 
request. Holt was the second top English 
goalscorer last season, behind Wayne Rooney, 
and the 31-year-old may well follow his former 
manager to Villa Park if he is allowed to leave. 

The Swansea vacancy is still to be filled. Could 
Redknapp be a late contender? 

Reports suggest the Swans hope to name for¬ 
mer Real Madrid, Barcelona and Denmark play- 
maker Michael Laudrup as Brendan Rodgers’ suc¬ 
cessor. 

Apparently, Huw Jenkins, the chairman, is hold¬ 
ing talks with the former Spartak Moscow and 
Real Mallorca boss. 

If Jenkins is looking to continue the playing phi¬ 
losophy that has been established at Swansea 
there would be none better than Redknapp, 
whose teams always have a good passing ability. 

Laudrup, 43, has spoken before about managing 
in the Premier League and he too endorses a 
passing game. His age could be the deciding fac¬ 
tor, bearing in mind Jenkins’ passion for appoint¬ 
ing and developing young managers. 

Swansea have previously seen the departures of 
Roberto Martinez, to Wigan, Paulo Sousa, to 
Leicester, and their latest manager, Rodgers, to 
Liverpool.

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Davis leaves 
for BSB rivals 

TOM Davis - the player at the centre of the 
‘illegal payments’ allegations surrounding 
Havant & Waterlooville - has joined the Hawks’ 
Blue Square Bet South rivals Tonbridge Angels. 

Havant were this week waiting to hear if they 
would be subject to a full FA investigation after 
vice-chairman Jim Fallon was accused by 
Davis of offering the then Carshalton Athletic 
player an ‘under the table’ payment to join the 
club. 

The FA began preliminary enquiries last week 
but had yet to interview the player prior to The 
Pink going to press. 

Fallon, previously AFC Totton’s main spon¬ 
sor, denies any wrongdoing. 

Distancing the club from Davis’s allegations, 
he said any deal done would have been a pri¬ 
vate sponsorship agreement between his 
Landford-based company Beaumont Water 
Heaters and the player. 

The Hawks have endured a turbulent close 
season with the Davis saga quickly followed by 
the club suspending assistant manager Sean 
New. 

The club allege that New, who spent eight 
highly successful years as right-hand man to 
the Hawks’ new boss Stuart Ritchie at AFC 
Totton, failed to disclose details of his past 
when he applied for the assistant manager’s 
job. 

Two days after Ritchie and New were 
appointed at Westleigh Park, the Daily Echo 
reported that Southampton-based New had 
narrowly escaped a jail term after being found 
guilty of theft from a former employer. 

He was given a three-month prison sentence 
- suspended for 12 months - and ordered 
to complete 150 hours of unpaid com¬ 
munity work as part of his punish¬ 
ment. 

Hawks secretary Trevor Brock 
said the move to suspend New, 
pictured right, was in the best 
interests of the club. 

He stated: “The club appointed 
New in good faith. 

“But afterwards certain matters 
came to light that we have to take 
very seriously. Because of this it is 
best that New is suspended forthwith. 

“The club were aware of his recent court 
appearance and conviction for theft, but it tran¬ 
spires that he kept certain disclosures in his 
past from us. 

“We feel as his employer that these matters 
are material to his employment. 

“The club believes these matters would have 
an adverse and detrimental effect on our repu¬ 
tation, the supporters and the general public. 

“Over the years we have built up an exem¬ 
plary reputation within the non-League game 
and we regard that as important. We are not 
prepared to put that at risk.” 

Havant said Ritchie would temporarily man¬ 
age the side alone, but they were expected to 
move quickly to replace New. 

Ritchie and New were a successful and pop¬ 
ular double act at Totton. 

They led the Stags to the FA Vase final at 
Wembley in 2007, the Wessex League and 
Southern One South & West titles, two 
Hampshire FA Senior Cup wins, the Southern 
Premier play-off final and a first ever appear¬ 
ance in the FA Cup second round proper. 

Last October the Stags honoured the duo 
with engraved plaques to mark 400 games in 
charge of the club. 

Ritchie said at the time: “Sean makes a great 
second in command because he’s a strong 
character and he grafts all the time. 

“We work well together and I wouldn’t want 
anyone else. Sean takes a lot of pressure off 
me with all the running around he does. 

“People don’t give him enough credit for all 
the work he does.”

MANAGER Tom Killick is 
tipping returning stars Dave 
Sturgess and Lamin Dibba to 
provide a major boost to 
Poole Town’s Southern One 
South & West promotion 
prospects.

He claims he chose to stay in 
Dorset despite being offered a better 
financial package by Gosport. 

“Poole have been really welcom¬ 
ing,” he said. “The board of direc¬ 


tors have been fantastic to me. 

“They have looked after me a cou¬ 
ple of times when I have been 
injured and paid for the physiother¬ 
apy. 

“I have got a lot to add and pass on 
to the likes of (Poole youngsters) 
Will Spetch and Marvin Brooks. 

“I said to Tom that the club have 
been very good to me and that if I 
saw Poole racing away with the title 
or in the play-offs next season, I 
wouldn’t have been able to help 
thinking ‘what if?’. So, after sleep¬ 
ing on it, I decided to stay and give 
it one more big go.” 

According to Gosport, Howes said 
that travelling to Poole had been a 
“constant problem” and, they say, 
the player even went as far as con¬ 
tacting several of his Dolphins 
teammates to say his farewells.

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Greater 
financial 
help ... 

NON-LEAGUE clubs are in line 
to receive more financial back¬ 
ing for ground improvement pro¬ 
jects. 

The Football Stadia 
Improvement Fund (FSIF) has 
announced a change in eligibility 
criteria, meaning clubs can 
apply for a higher percentage of 
financial support over a wider 
range of projects. 

Funded with £6m each year 
from the Premier League, the 
FSIF is the country’s largest 
provider of grants towards pro¬ 
jects that help improve comfort 
and safety at lower league foot¬ 
ball grounds in both the profes¬ 
sional and amateur games. 

Since its launch in 2000, the 
FSIF has awarded around £100m 
worth of grants for improve¬ 
ments ranging from new stands 
and turnstiles to floodlighting 
and improved provision for dis¬ 
abled supporters. 

Richard Scudamore, chief 
executive of the Premier 
League, said: “These changes 
are for the long-term good of 
football. 

“It will be easier for clubs to 
get hold of funding. 

“There is £6m there annually 
for people to access and we 
want as many to benefit from it 
as possible. 

“Grassroots is fundamental to 
football because the wider the 
base, the better it will be at the 
top. 

“The English pyramid is the 
envy of the world and pro¬ 
grammes like the FSIF will 
ensure that this continues to be 
the case.” 

Key changes impacting non- 
League clubs include - 

• The Step 2 (Conference 
South/North) ceiling being 
increased from £150,000 to 
£250,000. 

• Clubs can now apply for 
financial support of up to 50 per 
cent of the total project for 
Steps 1-5 (Conference National 
- Sydenhams Premier) and 70 
per cent for Steps 6 (Sydenhams 
One) and 7. 

Previously percentages varied, 
starting at 20 per cent. 

The change will be of particu¬ 
lar benefit to the higher levels of 
the non-League pyramid. 

• Hospitality areas have been 
made eligible throughout the 
Pyramid, from simple tea bars to 
function suites, in order to pro¬ 
vide greater revenue generation 
opportunities. 

• Grants are now availbable 
for items such as players’ and 
officials’ protected walkways, 
press seating, dug-outs, pitch 
maintenance equipment and 
ball-stop netting, which were all 
previously ineligible.

Regatta a good Sign for Alain

As more people consider expensive 
gym membership to be the height of 
conspicuous consumption, so those of 
us who spurned running indoors on 
treadmills to a distracting backdrop of 
trashy TV have noticed a significant rise 
in the number if runners regularly com¬ 
pleting a circuit of the local park for 
free. 

Many appear delighted simply to 
have jettisoned an onerous monthly 
direct debit; others struggle in natural, 
windswept conditions, while a smaller 
number clearly harbour greater ambi¬ 
tions beyond running 10km in under an 
hour. 

Phil Hewitt is one such ambitious run¬ 
ner, a man who, having accumulated a 
steady supply of life’s responsibilities 
(mortgage, work, family life etc) found 
his thoughts became increasingly 
focused on running, “an unspoken 
longing for that rush of energy you’re 
supposed to get as you hammer out 
the miles.” 

The author was clearly bitten by the 
running bug back in 1998, for since 
then he has clocked up an incredible 
24 marathons in eight different coun¬ 
tries. “Life without a marathon looming 
on the horizon has become unimagin¬ 
able,” he writes. 

Like many of life’s most precious 
gifts, chance played a large part in pre¬ 
senting Hewitt with the opportunity to 
run his first 
marathon, in 
London. 

“Perhaps I 
had been seek¬ 
ing [the oppor¬ 
tunity] for a 
while,” he 
reflects. His 
trousers had 
begun to feel a 
tad too tight 
around the 
waist, he was 
working long 
hours in a largely sedentary job and 
“sluggishness had crept in by the back 
door.. .of my existence.” 

Many folks, when recognising this, 
decide ‘to get fit’, although crucially, it’s 
invariably at some future point. Hewitt, 
when presented with the chance to 
compete in the London marathon, 
grabs it with both hands. 

His enthusiastic acceptance is one of 
many inspirational passages in a well- 
written sporting tale. 

The author is driven not by any 
promise of financial reward, nor has he 
been building to running a marathon for 
years, yet the sense that he must 
undertake the challenge quickly forms 
in his mind and he is keen to satisfy a 
desire that exists within many of us. 

What follows is an extremely readable 
account of self-motivation on an heroic 
scale, one likely to inspire park runners 
everywhere into thinking, “I could do 
that”.

In a fortnight’s time, as football’s 
European Championship reaches its 
denouement, so the world’s largest live 
sporting event will begin in Belgium. 

Over the ensuing three weeks, 
between 4-5 million people will gather 
and cheer by country roadsides, atop 
mountains and 10-deep in towns and 
villages to catch a 
glimpse of the Tour de 


France. 


For the first 


time, a British 


team 

and its two principal 
riders, Bradley Wiggins and Mark 
Cavendish, have a genuine opportunity 
to dominate the race; on current form, 
Wiggins could win it. 

Though he was permitted unprece¬ 
dented access to riders, sporting direc¬ 
tors and managers, Richard Moore 
makes clear that his account of Team 
Sky’s Tour de France debut in 2010 is 
not an ‘authorised’ or ‘official’ version. 

Accordingly, this is a warts-and-all 
account, written without even a hint of 
PR machine control. 

Shorn of any ‘fluff’, it makes for an 
engrossing read. 

The book’s sub-title: British Cycling’s 
Quest to Conquer the Tour de France 
confirms the 
purpose of Sky’s 
project. 

Effectively, this 
was to extend 
the same princi¬ 
ples which had 
resulted in the 
British Cycling 
Academy pro¬ 
ducing world 
class track- 
based talent and 
apply them to 
road racing. 

Flowever, it was unlikely that any 
team, even one as well funded as Sky, 
would get it right first time. 

They didn’t. 

Moore documents the introduction of 
new coaching methods at training 
camps, the process of rider selection 
and the attention to detail which cre¬ 
ates the all-important marginal gains. 

Yet this was a far from straight for¬ 
ward process and there are arguments, 
controversy and, ultimately, departures. 

But it’s Le Tour that takes centre 
stage. 

Two years ago, the burden of trying 
to produce a clean British Tour winner 
within five years of being created even¬ 
tually told on Team Sky. 

Moore details the disappointment 
everyone felt when it became clear 
they would be unable to fulfil their 
objective, although as we approach the 
2012 Tour, Bradley Wiggins amongst 
the favourites to win it. 

Sky’s the Limit, published in paper¬ 
back next week (June 21) is a well writ¬ 
ten, well structured, recommended 
read. And, if England fail to win the 
Euros, it’s possible Wiggins, an 
Englishman, could win one major 
European sporting event this year. 

Should he do so, the foundations of 
how he did it are detailed here. 




OLYMPIC medallist Roger Black 
believes Dai Greene offers 
Great Britain their best chance 
of winning track and field gold 
at this summer's Games. 

But the former Team Solent star 
has also warned against 
writing off the hopes i ju, 
of reigning 400-metre \Jrf jl 
champion Christine A f 
Ohuruogu, writes 
BEN BAKER. 

Black, who won 400m 
and 400m relay silver at 
Atlanta in 1996, thinks 
GB have five “realistic” 
hopes of striking gold at 
the Olympic Stadium - but 
feels Greene is the best 
placed of the lot at present. 

Greene is the reigning world, 
European and Commonwealth 
400m hurdles champion and the 26 
year-old will be desperate to com 
plete the clean sweep in London. 

“On their day, there are five real¬ 
istic chances of medals, if not gold 
medals, and that’s Dai Greene in 
the hurdles, Mo Farah twice, 
Jessica Ennis and Phillips Idowu,” 
said Black. 

“I wouldn’t put my house on any¬ 
body, because I know how hard it 
is. But if I had to I would put it on 
Dai Greene.” 

Great Britain returned from 
Beijing with 19 gold medals four 
years ago but only one of them 


came in athletics, with Ohuruogu 
victorious in the 400m. 

Since that triumph, the 28-year- 
old has suffered badly with injuries 
and a loss of form and it remains to 
be seen if she will be able to suc¬ 
cessfully defend her Olympic 
crown. 

However, she sent out a warning 
to her rivals with a stunning dis¬ 
play to help Britain win the 4x400m 
relay at the World Indoor 
Championship in March, and Black 
believes you write Ohuruogu off 
“at your peril”. 

Gosport-born Black, a former 
University of 


Southampton student, said: “The 
person slipping under the radar, I 
think, is Christine Ohuruogu, who 
has been carrying an injury for two 
years and is now apparently 
healthy. 

“When you're an Olympic cham¬ 
pion and you’re healthy - write her 
off at your peril, that's what 
tL Isay. 

“I'm not basing that on 
any facts, she still hasn't 
raced properly yet, but peo¬ 
ple that win major champi¬ 
onships should never be 
I written off. 

“I may be completely 
wrong, but you sometimes 
have a hunch. 

“If Christine is healthy I just 
think she’s the kind of person 

you can’t write off. 

“Nobody's talking about her very 
much because she’s had a very 
average last two years.” 

Another member of GB's silver- 
medal winning 4x400m relay team 
at the 1996 Olympics, Jamie 
Baulch, also has high expectations 
of Greene heading into London 
2012. 

Baulch is Greene’s manager and 
he believes the Welshman’s big 
strength is his mental attitude. 

Baulch said: “He (Greene) has got 
the mental strength over all the 
British athletes. 

“What I always say to people 
about Dai Greene is that he isn't the 


most talented, as in the fastest, 
because there are some Americans 
who are faster that Dai, and on the 
day they could produce a faster 
performance. 

“But what Dai's got in his back 
pocket over everyone in the British 
team I would say is that consisten¬ 
cy and also having that mental 
ability that when it comes to a final 
he doesn’t care, and that is price¬ 
less. 

“I've trained with Frankie 
Fredericks, with Linford Christie, 
Colin Jackson, Darren Campbell, 
Katherine Merry, just to name a 
few of them, and this guy is far 
beyond all of those people in men¬ 
tal ability.” 

Despite that though, Baulch 
believes Farah is probably GB’s 
best hope for athletics gold in 
London. 

He said: “Hot favourites are three 
athletes. Dai Greene after what he 
did last year in Daegu, Jess Ennis 
and Mo Farah. 

“The one for me, even though I 
manage Dai, who is likely to win is 
Mo Farah. 

“Jess has got some very stiff com¬ 
petition and so has Dai. 

“If Dai gets it right on the day 
then he can do it, but there are 
some Americans out there who are 
obviously very quick, but with 
Dai’s pedigree he's a serious com¬ 
petitor and he pulls it out when it 
matters.”

WHENEVER the West Indies visit 
Hampshire, it evokes memories of 
the Caribbean greats to have played 
for the county over the last 60 years. 

So it is fitting that the current 
Windies side will begin their one-day 
international series against England 
at The Ageas Bowl today. 

No other county has such strong 
Caribbean connections and 
Hampshire are rightly proud of 
them. 

The West Indies will have arrived 
at The Ageas Bowl this morning on 
Marshall Drive, the road circuiting 
the Ageas Bowl having been named 
after county legends Roy and 
Malcolm. 

And in more than one corner of 
The Ageas Bowl’s pavilion are 
reminders of Hampshire’s rich 
Caribbean heritage. 

These are the 14 West Indians to 
have played for Hampshire. 

ROY MARSHALL (1953-62) 

The bespectacled Barbadian made 
his first-class debut for Barbados as a 
15-year-old and came to Hampshire's 
attention when he made 135 for the 
West Indies at Northlands Road in 
1950. 

Within three years, having played 
only two Tests after 
struggling to force his 
way into the West 
Indies side, he sacri¬ 
ficed his internation¬ 
al career to play for 
Hampshire. 

A flamboyant yet 
unorthodox opening bats¬ 
man, he pioneered the cut short over 
third man. 

Only the great Phil Mead has scored 
more than the 30,303 runs he made at 
36.03 in 504 first-class matches for 
Hampshire. 

Died in 1992. 

DANNY LIVINGSTONE (1959-72) 

Took the catch that clinched 
Hampshire their last County 
Championship title, at Bournemouth’s 
Dean Park 1961. 

The left-handed Antiguan batsman is 
also remembered for his partnership of 
230 with Alan Castell against Surrey in 
1962, which is still the county’s record 
ninth-wicket stand. 

Batting at four, Livingstone scored 
made his career-best 200, having been 
dropped first ball - a hat-trick ball. 

He scored 12,660 runs in 299 first- 
class matches for the county, including 
16 hundreds, and 1,044 at 25.4 in one- 
dayers. 

A former Director of Sport for 
Antigua, he died in 1988 aged 55. 

JOHN HOLDER (1968-72) 

Best known for his career as an inter¬ 
national umpire from 1988-2001, the 
Barbadian took 139 wickets at 24.6 in 
five seasons for Hampshire with his 
brisk medium pace. 

His five five-wicket hauls in 47 first- 
class matches included 5-96 on debut 
against Somerset at Portsmouth and 
match figures of 13-128 against 
Gloucestershire (6-49 & 7-79) at 
Gloucester in his final season. 



HAMPSHIRE skittled the 
touring West Indians for 
just 106 in a three-day clash 
at Northlands Road in 1969. 

But they still ended up los¬ 
ing a thrilling game by 
three wickets. 

The tourists, set almost 
400 to win, reached their 
target thanks to a century 
from opener Roy Fredericks 
and major contributions 
from Clive Lloyd (84), the 
legendary Gary Sobers (81) 
and Charlie Davis (70).

Everton Weekes and Clyde Walcott.

Another great West Indian fast 
bowler to have played for Hampshire, 
he took 244 wickets in 58 first-class 
matches for the county at just 16.7 
apiece. 

The first Antiguan 
to play Test cricket 
(Viv Richards and 
Curtly Ambrose 
have been among 
those to follow), he 
was part of the awesome 
West Indies quartet of fast bowlers 
that also included Malcolm Marshall, 
Joel Garner and Michael Holding. 

Known for his terrifying range of 
bouncers, he claimed 202 Test wickets 
at 25.6 apiece. 

ELVIS REIFER (1984) 

Having been signed by Hampshire, 
despite no first-class experience, he 
took 8-108 on debut against 
Cambridge University. But he was not 
retained after finishing the 1984 sea¬ 
son with 49 wickets at 35.9 apiece. 
Died, aged 50, at home in Bridgetown, 
Barbados last August. 



CARDIGAN CONNOR (1984-96) 

A Hampshire legend from Anguilla, 
‘Cardy’ took 614 first-class wickets at 
31.7 apiece for the 
county. A key mem¬ 
ber of the side that 
won three one-day 
finals at Lord’s in 
1988,1991 and 
1992, he also played a 
key role in Hampshire winning the 
1986 Sunday League.

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LINDEN JOSEPH (1990) 

The fast bowler from Guyana was only 
21 when he played for Hampshire in 
1990, but it was not a successful stint. 
His seven first-class wickets in six 
matches cost 66 apiece. 


MARTIN JEAN-JACQUES (1993-94) 

The Dominican ended his career at 
Northlands Rd before playing club crick¬ 
et with current Hampshire star Michael 
Carberry, another player of Caribbean 
descent. 

Took only nine wickets in seven first- 
class matches for Hampshire but still 
holds the record tenth-wicket partner¬ 
ship at Derbyshire (132 with Alan Hill), 
where he began his career in England, 
taking 115 first-class wickets. 


NORMAN COWANS (1994) 

After emigrating to London with his 
family aged 11, the 
Jamaican fast bowler 
qualified to play for 
England, for whom 
he starred at the 
MCG with a match¬ 
winning 6-77 during 
the 1982-83 Ashes 
series. 

Won three County 
Championships and four 
one-day titles with Middlesex before 
ending his career with Hampshire. 


WINSTON BENJAMIN (1994-96) 

Bowling all-rounder from Antigua who 
played 21 Tests and 85 one-day inter¬ 
nationals. 

Now a schools coach back in Antigua, 
he played nine first-class games for 
Hampshire in 1994 before returning to 
finish his career in a brief stint at 
Northlands Road two years later. 

He took 30 first-class wickets for the 
county at 26 and made 371 runs at 
21 . 8 . 

Also hit a one-day century against 
Northants in one of his last games for 
the county, taking 24 limited-overs 
wickets at 25.6. 


NIXON McLEAN (1998-99) 

Took 108 first-class wickets at 28.3 
for Hampshire and 51 one-day scalps at 
27.9. The fast bowler from the 
Windward Islands played the first four of 
his 19 Tests a few months before his 
Hampshire debut, against England. He 
took 44 Test wickets at 42.6 apiece and 
finished his 45-match ODI career at the 
2003 World Cup. 


DAREN POWELL (2007) 

Signed by Shane Warne during the 
Australian’s last season as Hampshire 
captain to boost the county’s 
Championship new-ball firepower. 

Although he took 15 Championship 
wickets at 22.9, his time with the county 
is remembered for a wayward spell at 
Lord’s (10-0-80-2) that was a big factor 
in Hampshire’s defeat to Durham in the 
2007 Friends Provident Trophy final.

cricket is 

an integral part of the goals 
set that the ECB want the internation¬ 
al team to achieve,” said Flower. 

“They want them to win a 50-over 
cup competition for the first time.” 

England have failed 10 times so far, 
since 1975, to win the World Cup, 
though they were losing finalists in 
1979,1987 and 1992. 

They will next summer have a high- 
profile opportunity to demonstrate 
their credentials for the next tourna¬ 
ment in 2015, when they host the 
Champions Trophy. 

None of that is lost on Flower, but he 
knows too that the future well-being of 
50-over cricket is no parochial issue. 

“There’s the ICC Champions Trophy 
- that’s a clear goal of the ECB,” he 
said. 

“There is also the status of ODI crick¬ 
et, not only in this country but over 
the world, to take into consideration - 
and when making these policy deci¬ 
sions you have to consider the prece¬ 
dent you make. 

“If that policy encourages five or six 
other top-class international players 
to retire from international one-day 
cricket, if you are encouraging players 
to do that, I think you are degrading 
the status of ODI cricket in this coun¬ 
try and the world.” 

Well said, Andy. 

The ICC’s much-criticised schedule, 
surely containing too many ODIs, 
stokes the fires for the format’s detrac¬ 
tors - and the world governing body's 
constant tinkering with nuanced play¬ 
ing conditions suggests, for all their 
public protestations, they lack confi¬ 
dence in the product. 

It will be deeply regrettable therefore 
if the Pietersen/Swann premise gath¬ 
ers more ground. 

There is no reason why the 50-over 
format should be routinely portrayed 
as a dispensable chore of international 
cricket. 

That is what has been happening for 
some time, though - and Pietersen’s 
retirement may just have brought for¬ 
ward pension day for a true test of 
skill which deserves much more 
respect.

A GENERATION of cricketers 
appear to regard 50-over com¬ 
petition as the poor relation of 
their sport at international level. 

Former Hampshire star Kevin 
Pietersen has, of course, ditched the 
World Cup format and is insistent it 
is a decision he will not regret, 
writes DAVID CLOUGH. 

His absence is England's loss, if not 
his. 

But Pietersen’s shock retirement is 
merely the headline event in a 
trend of disaffection which 
must be worrying world 
cricket. 

Graeme Swann, for 
example among 
England’s first- 
choice players in 
all formats, 
rarely misses a 
chance to voice 
his personal opin¬ 
ion that Twenty20 - 
and definitely not one-day interna¬ 
tional cricket - should be the future 
for limited-overs schedules. 

The shame is that, in terms of bats- 
manship at least and in many other 
tactical facets, 50 overs-per-side pro¬ 
vide perhaps the most exacting test 
of talent and mettle. 

Test cricket is rightly the pinnacle, 
as the International Cricket Council 
are constantly at pains to stress, 
while Twenty20 provides a showcase 
for big-hitting and a reason for inge¬ 
nious innovation. 

But only in ODIs are batsmen 
required to both build an innings, 
unlike Twenty20, and find scoring 
options throughout, unlike in Test 
cricket where long periods of dor¬ 
mancy on the scoreboard can be tol¬ 
erated. 

As coach Andy Flower began to 
plan limited-overs campaigns with¬ 
out Pietersen, he was called to 
account too on the England and 
Wales Cricket Board contract clause 
which meant not even his team’s 
most gifted batsman could be 
allowed to pick and choose his for¬ 
mats.

NOTHING illustrates how the 
international cricketing 
landscape has changed than 
a look at two West Indies 
tours of England. 

The once mighty Caribbean 
nation are at The Ageas Bowl 
this weekend, playing the first of 
three ODIs against England. 

That followed a three-Test 
series and is succeeded by a sin¬ 
gle t20 international. 

The only other games on their 
tour were a three-day warm-up 
game against Sussex, a two-day 
match against Leicestershire, a 
first class game against England 
Lions and a one-day encounter 
against Middlesex. 

Contrast that with the itinerary 
Clive Lloyd’s legendary squad 
were faced with when they 
arrived in England in April 1976. 

Not only did they have to play 


five Tests and three ODIs, but 
their packed programme includ¬ 
ed a three-day game against 
EVERY single one of the then 17 
first class counties. 

Now that was what I call a tour! 

Of course, the Windies were the 
only nation touring England in 
the summer after Saints won the 
FA Cup. There was no space for 
anyone else, and the governing 
body would never have even con¬ 
templated any other country 
touring as well. 

Now, they are only the warm¬ 
up act for the main course of 2012 
- the eagerly-awaited clash 
between the two top Test-playing 
countries, England and Sri 
Lanka. 

The Windies have known 


worse. Back in 2009, they were 
only awarded a two-match Test 
series in England ahead of that 
summer’s main offering, a five- 
Test Ashes series. 

For those of us who grew up 
with the all-conquering Windies 
sides of the late 70s and 80s, it is 
sad to see that nation reduced to 
such a bit-part of England’s 
international schedule. 

Having said that, the West 
Indies national side are a very 
pale shadow of the sides that 
contained the likes of Hampshire 
trio Gordon Greenidge, Malcolm 
Marshall and Andy Roberts, plus 
iconic superstars such as Viv 
Richards, Lloyd, Michael 
Holding and Curtly Ambrose. 

The Windies did not lose a sin¬ 
gle Test series between going 
down 1-0 in New Zealand in 
1979/80 and losing 2-1 in 
Australia 15 years later. 

That incredible run comprised 


29 Test series, and they won 20 of 
them and drew nine. 

The Windies played 112 Tests in 
those 29 series, and only lost 15 
times, winning 59 of them. 

It was an extraordinary record, 
but only as good as their recent 
run has been dreadful. 

Starting with the 2003/04 tour 
of South Africa, the West Indies 
have played 28 Test series up to 
an including the one that ended 
with a rain-affected draw at 
Edgbaston earlier this week. 

Of those 28, they have won just 
three - and two of those were 
against Bangladesh - and lost 20. 

Of their last 83 Tests, the 
Windies have lost 47 of them - 
winning just six. 

The memories of their 5-0 
‘blackwash’ victories over 
England in 1984 and 1986, let 
alone their 3-0 win in 1976, are 
fading with every passing defeat 
the Caribbean nation suffers.

HE scored his only one-day internation¬ 
al century in Hampshire, but Ian Bell’s 
love affair with The Ageas Bowl does 
not extend to the indoor school, writes

Bell also made The Ageas Bowl’s first 
Test century against Sri Lanka last year, 
but his face was a bloody mess as he 
prepared for his latest England outing 
on the south coast. 

The England star is expected to be 
passed fit to open the batting with 
Alastair Cook today, despite suffering 
an injury scare yesterday morning, when 
he top edged a throw-down on to his 
chin.

when England beat India here in 2007. 

The signs are that he will be fit to play 
and pushed back up the order along¬ 
side Cook following Kevin Pietersen’s 
shock retirement earlier this month. 

“Kevin will be missed but it’s time to 
move on,” said Cook. “It’s an opportu¬ 
nity for someone else and we’ve 
changed [the opening combination] a 
couple of times over the last couple of 
years.” 

Cook is more interested in the effect 
of the International Cricket Council’s lat¬ 
est rule change. Last September, the 
ICC decided that two new balls should 
be used, from either end, by the fielding 
side. 

The West Indies side will feature the 
likes of Kieron Pollard and Marlon 
Samuels as well as Chris Gayle, but 
Cook bristles at the suggestion the 
tourists have more firepower. 

“We’ve got a powerful middle order 
ourselves - Eoin Morgan, Craig 
Kieswetter and Tim Bresnan can all hit 
the ball a long way,” he said.

THE man who could have prevented 
Hampshire winning the t20 Cup returns 
to The Ageas Bowl this weekend for 
the first time since his painful experi¬ 
ence of August 2010, writes SIMON 
CARTER. 

Chris Gayle might be the most high 
profile addition to the West Indies ODI 
squad from the Test one that lost to 
England, but he is by no means the 
only one-day specialist returning to the 
fold. 

The Windies have welcomed back 
Keiron Pollard and Dwayne Smith to 
their one-day squad for the three- 
match series against England which 
was getting underway in Hampshire on 
Saturday. 

Pollard’s last visit to the West End 
venue was for the 2010 English t20 
Finals Day. 

Helping Somerset through to the 
final, he came up against host county 
Hampshire. 

He had smacked an unbeaten 22 off 
just seven balls when 
he was hit in the face 
by a delivery from 
Dominic Cork. 

Potential match-win¬ 
ner Pollard had to retire 
hurt, and not only was 
he unable to continue 
his innings but he 
couldn’t bowl either. 

A few more overs of 
Pollard batting fire¬ 
works could have 
taken the match away 
from Hampshire. 

We will never know, 
but what we do know 
is his ability to smack 
the ball with Gayle-like 
ability. 

Like Gayle, he has 
spent the last few years 
becoming known as a 
t20 specialist, available 
for hire by any club that can afford him 
in any country. 

Pollard’s t20 record is certainly envi¬ 
able, even if his wins to losses final 
ratio isn’t. 

He was a losing t20 finalist in 2009, 
playing for Trinidad & Tobago against 
Simon Katich’s New South Wales. 

That was the prelude to reaching 
three different t20 finals in 2010, losing 
all three. 

Not only was he on the losing side 
for Somerset, he also suffered final 
defeat in the Australian Big Bash (play¬ 
ing for South Australia and despite 


lashing 44 off 33 balls against South 
Australia) and the I PL (where he smote 
27 off 10 balls for Mumbai against 
Chennai). 

Remarkably, he lost his fifth succes¬ 
sive t20 final in August 2011, when 
Somerset were beaten in the final for 
the third year running, this time by 
Leicestershire. 

Pollard ended his run of final losses 
this year when his unbeaten 39 off 13 
balls - including four sixes - helped 
Trinidad beat Jamaica in the West 
Indies domestic final. 

These are just a few of Pollard’s 
career t20 highlights: 

•I On his debut for Somerset in a t20 
game against Middlesex at Lord's in 

2010, Pollard smote 89 off just 56 balls 
- seven fours and seven sixes - as well 
as taking 3-26. 

• In September 2010, playing in the 
Champions League for Mumbai v 
Guyana, he smashed nine sixes in a 
30-ball unbeaten 72. 

• In April 2010, he 
produced a man of the 
match display for 
Mumbai against Kevin 
Pietersen's Royal 
Challengers Bangalore 
in the semi-final, taking 
3-17 off four overs and 
blazing 33 not out off 13 
balls with three sixes 
and a four. 

• This April he starred 
again in the IPL for 
Mumbai against 
Rajasthan, hitting 64 off 
33 balls and taking 4- 

44. 

• In February he had 
smashed an unbeaten 
50 of 34 balls playing for 
Dhaka Gladiators 
against Chittagong in 
the inaugural 
Bangladesh Premier 

League. 

He is not just a t20 specialist, though. 

Playing for the West Indies against 
Ireland in a 50-over World Cup tie in 

2011, Pollard struck 94 off 55 balls, 
while in March of this year he smashed 
102 off 70 balls batting at No 6 to help 
the Windies beat Australia in a 50-over 
international at Gros Islet. 

Smith is also capable of producing a 
whirlwind innings. 

Hampshire fans might remember his 
27-ball 72 scored while playing for 
Sussex in a t20 game in 2008.

CHRIS Gayle has scored eight t20 hundreds in 
his career. 

And seven of them have come since April 
2011 ! 

This is the West Indies master blaster’s sen¬ 
sational t20 hundred record 

Sept 11, 2007 

Gayle blitzed 117 off just 57 balls - his century 
came off 50 deliveries - for West Indies against 
South Africa in Johannesburg. 

He cracked 10 sixes and seven fours as the 
Windies rattled up 205-8 off their 20 overs - but 
still lost by eight wickets! 

April 22, 2011 

Gayle’s unbeaten 102 came off 55 balls and con¬ 
tained 10 fours and seven sixes as his Indian 
Premier League side Royal Challengers Bangalore 
defeated Kolkata. 

May 6, 2011 

Gayle struck 107 off 49 balls with 10 fours and 
nine sixes as Royal Challengers Bangalore defeat¬ 
ed Kings XI Punjab in the Indian Premier League. 

Nov 29, 2011 

Gayle’s 109 off 59 balls helped Matabeleland 
Tuskers beat Mid West Rhinos in the Zimbabwean 
Stanbic Bank t20 series. He hammered eight sixes 
and seven fours in his ton. 

Dec 23, 2011 

Gayle blasted an undefeated 100 off 54 balls with 
11 sixes and only three fours to help Sydney 
Thunder to a KFC Australian Big Bash win 
against Adelaide in Sydney. 


Feb 10, 2012 

Gayle blitzed an unbeaten 101 off 44 balls with 10 
sixes and seven fours to help Barisal Burners to a 
10-wicket win against Sylhet Royals in the 
Bangladesh Premier League. 

Feb 14, 2012 

Four days later Gayle blasted another 
Bangladesh Premier League century this time ^ 
116 in a losing cause against Dhaka 
Gladiators with six fours and 11 sixes. 


May 17, 2012 

Gayle blitzed his highest ever t20 score 
when he lashed an unbeaten 128 for Royal 
Challengers Bangalore against Delhi 
Daredevils. 

His first 50 took him 37 balls, and his sec- 
ondjust 16. 

In all, he smashed 13 sixes and seven 
fours in a 62-ball assault on the Delhi 
attack.

HE is arguably the biggest box 
office name in world cricket. 

He is undisputedly one of the 
most ferocious big-hitters the game 
has ever seen. 

And Chris Gayle is back in West 
Indies colours at Hampshire’s 
Ageas Bowl this weekend. 

The former captain will end a 14- 
month international exile when he 
turns out in the first ODI of the 
English summer. 

The 32-year-old opener, whose 
public spat with the West Indies 
Cricket Board resulted in him 
being ineligible for nearly a year, 
was this month included in a 15- 
man squad for the three-match 50- 
over series and the one-off t20 
international at Trent Bridge. 

The West Indies have boasted 
some great, big-hitting batsmen 
down the years - notably Viv 
Richards, Brian Lara and 
Hampshire legend Gordon 
Greenidge. 

But Gayle, the Jamaican left-han¬ 
der, is up there with the best when 
it comes to exciting the crowds. 

He is the most prolific West 
Indian century-maker in ODI histo¬ 
ry, with 19 hundreds in 228 matches 
since his debut in 1999. 

Yes, he has scored more hundreds 
than Richards, Lara or Greenidge 
did. 

That is why his absence from the 
international scene has been such 
a blow to the Windies, who need all 



the good players they can muster. 

Gayle last played a Test match in 
December 2010, when he was out 
first ball against Sri Lanka. 

The previous month he had blast¬ 
ed his second Test triple century, 
333 against the same opponents. 

That beat the 317 he scored 
against South Africa in April 2005 
in Antigua. 

Gayle is one of only four batsmen 
in history to score two triple cen¬ 
turies in Test cricket - alongside 
Lara, Don Bradman and Virender 
Sehwag. 

Since December 2010, Gayle has 
played 70 competitive games of 
cricket. 

Only one has been a first class 
match. 

That was for Jamaica against the 
Windward Islands in the West 
Indies’ regional four-day tourna¬ 
ment in February of this year. 

If he was rusty having not played 
first class cricket for so long, Gayle 
certainly didn’t show it - belting 14 
sixes in a second innings 165! 

Gayle’s last match for West Indies 
was in early March 2011, a quarter¬ 
final defeat to Pakistan in the 50- 
over World Cup. 

He was critical of the board in a 
radio interview the following 


month after being strangely omit¬ 
ted from the subsequent one-day 
series at home against Pakistan. 

Those comments, many hostile to 
the current coach Ottis Gibson, led 
to his lengthy spell out of the team. 

Gayle instead played lucrative t20 
tournaments in India, Zimbabwe, 
Australia and Bangladesh. 

Instead of playing for his country, 
he turned out for Royal 
Challengers Bangalore in the 
Indian Premier League, 
Matabeleland Tuskers in the 
Zimbabwe League, Sydney 
Thunder in the rebranded Aussie 
Big Bash, and Barisal Burners in 
the inaugural Bangladesh Premier 
League. 

His growing reputation as a hired 
gun will see him turn out in the 
first ever Sri Lankan t20 League 
which starts next month. 

Hampshire’s Shahid Afridi is also 
due to play in the event, along with 
Australian David Warner and 
South African Herschelle Gibbs. 

How the West Indies have missed 
Gayle’s batting. 

Though renowned for his big hit¬ 
ting exploits - Gayle has eight t20 
hundreds to his name, three more 
than anyone else in history - he is a 
proven Test match player. 

You don’t score two triple cen¬ 
turies without being a very good 
first class batsman. 

He has 13 Test tons to his name, 
including a double century - 204 


against New Zealand in the sum¬ 
mer of 2002. 

In December 2009 he won two suc¬ 
cessive MoM awards against 
Australia in the Test series - for his 
165 not out at Adelaide and then for 
his 102 off 72 balls in the next Test 
in Perth. 

In 2007 he had smote 197 against 
New Zealand, while his first Test 
hundred was 175 against Zimbabwe 
in 2001. 

When Gayle scored Test tons, he 
went on to make them big ones. 

There is, as you can see, so much 
more to him than just someone 
who can smash the ball very hard 
and very far in t20 games. 

Gayle does that better than any¬ 
one else, as his astonishing record 
of 281 sixes in his 105 t20 innings 
shows. 

He also has 75 Test sixes to his 
name from 159 innings. 

Viv Richards hit 84, but then the 
legendary former Somerset bats¬ 
man did play 23 more innings. 

Gayle’s record is better than 
Greenidge’s, though, as the ex- 
Hampshire man hit 67 sixes in 185 
Test innings. 

Lara leads the way for West Indies 
with 88 sixes, but he had 73 more 
innings than Gayle. 

In all, the Windies likely top seven 
have hit 418 ODI sixes, to the 104 
their England counterparts have 
mustered to date. 

“They can all clear the bound¬ 


ary,” said Windies coach Gibson. 

“But Gayle is the best one-day 
batsman in the world and most 
destructive. 

“My money will always be on him 
when it comes to hitting the biggest 
sixes." 

Recalled England batsman Ravi 
Bopara chose not to mix it with 
Gayle in this year’s IPL, having 
turned down - not for the first time 
- that tempting opportunity in 
favour of pressing his England 
claims at home. 

He acknowledges the Windies 
opener’s ability to make a mockery 
of the best bowlers, but senses a 
wet summer so far in England may 
not play to Gayle’s strengths. 

“He is a danger man,” Bopara 
said. “Whether he’s as dangerous 
in these conditions, we’ll have to 
find out - wait and see.” 

Gibson knows that England might 
rue the loss of Kevin Pieter sen, just 
as they have missed Gayle’s pres¬ 
ence over the last year. 

“If you look at when Gayle has 
been away, we missed our best play¬ 
er,” Gibson said. “It is a big thing to 
lose your best player. 

“KP has been good in the last two 
one-day series. They were trialling 
him at the top of the order, and it 
seemed it was going to work. 

“It is going to be interesting, but I 
have been around the English sys¬ 
tem long enough to know there are 
a lot of good cricketers around.”

JUAN THERON is determined to 
send out a message to the South 
Africa selectors when he com¬ 
petes in Hampshire’s t20 South 
Group. 

The 26-year-old has been 
signed by the Royals’ south 
coast rivals Sussex, though fans 
have been forced to wait for his 
debut as both the county’s first 
two games against Kent and 
Hampshire were washed out this 
week. 

Theron has played 13 times for 
his country in both limited overs 
cricket but was left out of their 
squad for the triangular T20 
series against Zimbabwe and 
Bangladesh in Harare later next 
week. 

He is still hopeful of breaking 
back into the national set-up for 
the limited-overs games against 
England later this summer - 
including one at The Ageas Bowl 
in September - and knows some 
big performances for Sussex will 
do his chances no harm. 

Theron said: “I played in the 
last (T20) game against India (in 
March) and against New Zealand 
(in February) so I'm still part of it. 

“I see playing for Sussex as an 
opportunity to do well over here 
and make an 
impression back 
home at the 
same time. 

“We've got the 
England tour 
this summer 
and I would love 
to stay on for 
that and then 
there is the World 
Twenty20 in Sri 
Lanka in 
September, so 
there is a lot 
to play for.” 

Theron faces plenty of compe¬ 
tition with South Africa boasting 
an embarrassment of riches in 
the seam bowling department 
with the likes of Morne Morkel, 
Vernon Philander and Dale 
Steyn. 

The former Brighton and Hove 
paceman believes his ability to 
bowl at the death could be his 
trump card if he is to be selected 
for the five ODIs and three T20I 
against England. 

Theron added: “We have a lot 
of bowlers who can bowl 85mph 
and swing it away and that is a 
good position to be in, so if you 
have something that sets you 
apart you need to embrace it. 

“What makes me different is I 
like bowling at the death. 

“I don't think a lot of people 
want to be bowling at those sort 
of times these days because bat¬ 
ters are getting better and better 
and bats are getting better, but I 
enjoy it. 

“That is something I have 
embraced and said ‘okay, if I am 
going to be a death bowler then I 
am going to be the best death 
bowler there is’. 

“If I keep improving my skills 
hopefully that will take me to fur¬ 
ther things.”

MAC: WE’LL JUST 



THE last time South Africa 
toured England, Neil McKenzie 
did very well indeed. 

Only McKenzie’s opening partner 
Graeme Smith, the man of the 
series, and AB De Villiers scored 
more runs than his 339 at 48.4 as 
South Africa won 2-1 on these 
shores four years ago. 

McKenzie, who is back with 
Hampshire for a third season - 
albeit as a t20 specialist at this stage 
- began that series with a memo¬ 
rable 138 as South Africa drew the 
first Test at Lord’s. 

A week later he and Smith 
knocked off the winning runs at 
Headingley as the tourists clinched 
the second Test by ten wickets 
against an England side for whom 
Darren Pattinson was controver¬ 
sially included ahead of Chris 
Tremlett. 

Then he top scored with a first- 
innings 72 to set up a series-decid¬ 
ing five-wicket Edgbaston win. 
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It was one of the high points of 
McKenzie’s career, but much has 
happened since then. 

That series began with Michael 
Vaughan as England’s captain and 
saw Kevin Pietersen begin his ill- 
fated spell in charge. 

Within seven months, Pietersen’s 
reign as England captain was over 
- and so was McKenzie’s 58-Test 
career. 

But Pietersen is one of five 
England survivors from that 
series, along with Andrew Strauss, 
Alastair Cook, Ian Bell and Jimmy 
Anderson. 

South Africa have named an 
unchanged squad from their last 
series, a 1-0 win over three matches 
in New Zealand in March. 

Seven of the 15-man party played 
in England last time around; 
Graeme Smith, Hashim Amla, 
Mark Boucher, AB De Villiers, 
Jacques Kallis, Morne Morkel and 
Dale Steyn. 

Having played with and against 
the rest of the Proteas squad for the 
High veld Lions, there is no-one bet¬ 
ter to pass judgement on the latest 
battle for the Basil D’Oliveria 
Trophy than McKenzie, who also 
played in the 2003 series. 

“Both sides are very similar and 
closely matched,” said McKenzie. 

“It’s going to be a really good 
series, but I’d like it to be over five 
matches and not three given that 
it’s going to be so competitive and 
that it’s the last chance people will 
get to see a lot of these guys playing 
Tests in England. 

“There are a few 30-plus year-olds 
in the South Africa squad, like 
Boucher, approaching their last 
series. 

“But I don’t want to say Kallis 
won’t play when he’s 40/41 because 
he might just play as a batter and

not bowl!” 

The 2008 series was over four 
matches while the sides drew the 
2003 five-match contest 2-2. 

England won 2-1 over five match¬ 
es in South Africa in 2004-05 but 
have not beaten the Proteas on 
home soil since Mike Atherton’s 
heroics against Allan Donald in 
1998. 

“I’d like to say SA 1-0 but it’s 
going to be really tight,” McKenzie 
said. “It depends on the wickets. 

“If it stays [wet] like the seamers 
are going to dominate but the Test 
wickets are very different to county 
wickets. 

“Once you get in it’s really good 
batting and then the spinners come 


in later in the summer. 

“The fight between [Imran] Tahir 
and [Graeme] Swann will be an 
interesting battle.” 

One of the newcomers to South 
Africa’s Test side in the last six 
months has been Vernon 
Philander, whose seam-up has 
yielded an astonishing 51 wickets 
at 14.15 apiece in his first seven 
matches. 

“There’s not too much pick 
between the two sets of seamers but 
Philander brings something differ¬ 
ent to the party, especially in 
English conditions,” McKenzie 
continued. 

“England have so many bowlers, 
eight or nine seamers who could 


play Test cricket whereas we’ve 
only got four or five. 

“So the depth is with England, 
South Africa can’t afford too many 
injuries, but the quality is with 
both sides.” 

The battle between new-ball stars 
Anderson and Steyn will be signifi¬ 
cant. 

Who does McKenzie rate higher? 

“I would have to say Steyn is the 
best but it’s marginal as Anderson 
is in the top five in the world and 
I’m biased,” laughs McKenzie. 

“They’re both really high quality 
bowlers. 

“Anderson has serious skills but 
Steyn has a bit more gas and can 
hurt you a bit more.

his stock delivery, his economy 
rate has come down.

NEIL McKenzie played 58 
Tests for South Africa, mak¬ 
ing his debut in 2000 and 
playing his last Test in 
March 2009. 

His start was inauspicious, 
scoring 11 and 25 in his 
debut Test against Sri Lanka 
before making 0 and 1 in his 
second outing and 0 and 17 
in his third. 

South Africa’s selectors 
were rewarded for keeping 
faith with McKenzie, 
though, and the batsman 
made 120 in his fifth Test 
against New Zealand in Port 
Elizabeth in November 2000. 

The following January he 
compiled 103 against Sri 
Lanka at Centurion. 

Surprisingly, he then had 
to wait seven years before he 
next scored a Test hundred. 

That was a Test best 226 
against Bangladesh at 
Chittagong in February 
2008. 

The following month he 
struck 94 and 155 not out in 
a Test against India in 
Chennai. 

McKenzie’s fifth and last 
Test century came at Lord’s 


in July 2009 when he scored 
138 at headquarters. 

His Test career ended hav¬ 
ing scored 3,253 runs at an 
average of 37.39. 

He also once scored 99 
against Australia before 
being run out. 

McKenzie also played 64 
ODIs for his country, the 
first 59 of them coming 
between 2000 and 2003 
before his recall in January 
2009. 

He scored two hundreds in 
55 innings - an unbeaten 120 
against Sri Lanka in 2000 
and an undefeated 131 
against Kenya in October 
2001. 

Neil McKenzie played when 
South Africa won their only 
Test series in England since 
the re-introduction to Test 
cricket in the early 1990s. 

That came in 2008 when 
Graeme Smith’s won men 2- 
1 . 

Two of their previous three 
tours of England were 
drawn - 1-1 in 1994 and 2-2 
in 2003 - while England won 
2-1 in 1998. 


“The last time Morne Morkel was 
here he gave scoring opportunities 
but now he’s got a little more con¬ 
trol over those long levers and 
bowls really good spells. 

“England have very similar 
bowlers to Morkel in Tremlett and 
Broad, while Bresnan is very much 
a Philander type.” 

Like Philander, former 
Hampshire star Imran Tahir made 
his Test debut against Australia in 
Cape Town in November, having 
completed the qualifying process. 

Philander and Tahir have played 
in seven of South Africa’s last eight 
Tests. While Tahir’s 18 wickets 
have come at a respectable 37.05, it 
is Philander who has made the 


headlines. 

But McKenzie believes his former 
Hampshire teammate can make a 
name for himself in late summer. 

“Philander’s had it his own way 
in the last six months but there’s 
always been something in the 
wicket for him,” McKenzie said. 

“Immy’s a wicket-taker who’s 
had a containing, holding role. But 
he’s got a lot better at it. 

“His economy rates have come 
down and he’s bowling more con¬ 
sistently. 

“He used to mix it up with top 
spinners, offies and googlies. 

“That’s very skilful but it does 
lend itself to runs being scored. 
Now they’ve got Immy working on 
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fixtures

SIMON Katich has been handed 
a host of tributes after 
announcing his retirement 
from first class cricket in his 
native Australia this week. 

The 36-year-old called time on his 
domestic career with New South 
Wales, though he left the door open 
to extend his time at Hampshire 
after the 2012 season ends. 

“Simon’s contribution to NSW 
cricket was quite simply outstand¬ 
ing,” said Cricket NSW chairman 
Harry Harinath. 

“In his 10 years with our state he 
brought a passion, dedication and 
commitment that was admired by 


Simon Carter 
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everybody. 

“Not only was he a superb bats¬ 
man, with a state and international 
record to rival the best, but he was 
a brilliant leader who was respect¬ 
ed by all that played with him.” 

Katich’s fierce determination 
won respect from team-mates and 
foes alike. 

Few in Australian cricket were 
held in higher regard and 
Australian Cricket Association 
president Paul Marsh said he 


would be missed. 

“One of the most respected play¬ 
ers in the country,” Marsh 
described the man currently in his 
fourth spell with Hampshire. 

Harshly treated 

Katich’s former Australian Test 
colleague Justin Langer said: “He 
has been a great servant of 
Australian cricket and a bloke who 
was treated most harshly in selec¬ 
tion.” 

Former NSW colleague Brett Lee 
declared Katich a “great team¬ 
mate” whose presence would be 
missed. 

New South Wales colleague Ben 


Rohrer said Katich was “a great 
bloke, great team man, tough as 
they come. Congrats on a great 
career.” 

Former NSW colleague Ed Cowan 
said: “Domestic cricket is worse off 
.... (Katich is) remembered as a 
man who loved playing the game 
and played it in the right spirit.” 

NSW player Pat Cummins com¬ 
mented on Katich: “He was an 
absolute pleasure and privilege to 
play with.” 

Katich admitted he had thought 
about retiring from first class 
cricket last year after controver¬ 
sially being dumped by Australia. 

“I had to think long and hard after 
I was cut last year and there were 
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Katich’s Aussie earner 
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Test debut, August 2001 

Katich becomes the 384th man to 
play Test cricket for Australia when 
he makes his debut against 
England at Headingly. Replacing 
injured skipper Steve Waugh, his 
first innings was a brief one, scor¬ 
ing 15 before shouldering arms to 
Darren Gough and losing his off- 
stump. The match was the first of 
56 Tests, where he scored 4,188 
runs at 45.03. 

Maiden Test century, 
January 5, 2004 

Katich’s first hundred came nearly 
three years after his debut and 
could not have come in more 
daunting circumstances. 

His 125 off 166 balls helped 
Australia to 474 after India posted a 
mammoth 7-705 dec. 

The match will be remembered as 
Steve Waugh’s last, where he and 
Katich put on 142 for the fifth wick¬ 
et chasing an improbable 443. 

Waugh was eventually out for 80 
as Katich remained 77 not out, 
safely guiding Australia to a draw 
and a 1-1 series result. 

Maiden ODI hundred, 
February 14, 2006 

Not noted for his fast-scoring, 
Katich proved his position when he 
and Adam Gilchrist posted an 
opening stand of 196 to deliver 
Australia a nine-wicket win in the 
third final of the VB Series against 
Sri Lanka. While some considered 

Katich too slow, others believed 
he was the perfect foil for the 
attacking genius of Gilchrist. 

His only ODI century, in 42 
innings, of 107 came off 142 

balls, chasing down the total of 
267 unbeaten with 27 balls to 
spare.

Run Machine - Pura Cup 
2007/08 

On the back of losing his Cricket 
Australia contract, Katich plundered 
more runs than any other man in 
Pura Cup/Sheffield Shield history. 

He set a new record of 1,506 runs 
at a Bradmanesque average of 
94.12. 

The two highlights of his remark¬ 
able season were the 306 he belted 
against Queensland - the first man 
since Bradman to hit a triple-ton at 
the SCG - and scoring 86 and 92 in 


the final to see New South Wales 
take home the Pura Cup for the 
45th time.

From an early age Katich was 
touted as a future Australia captain, 
and while he never got to display 
his leadership in the Baggy Green, 
his talents were well and truly 
utilised by NSW. 

Katich took a team which includ¬ 
ed nine players with international 
experience to the inaugural 
Champions League T20 title in 
India, dropping only one game and 
winning the final against Trinidad & 
Tobago comfortably. 

A man-of-the-match display from 
long-time friend Brett Lee proved 
the difference between the sides as 
NSW won by 41 runs. 

Lee blasted 48 off 31 balls, with 
five sixes, before taking 2-10 off 
two overs in Hyderabad. 

There were two other former 
Hampshire players in the NSW 
team - Phil Hughes and Stuart 
Clark. 

Katich’s improvisation and cre¬ 
ativity - including opening the 
bowling with spinners - were her¬ 
alded by his peers, again winning 
the vote of confidence as the next 
Australian skipper. 

Only age would see him not fulfill 
that dream. 
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times when I had to think about 
whether I would play on last year,” 
he said. 

“I felt after getting through the 
(2011/12 Australian domestic) sea¬ 
son the time was right. 

“There are plenty of young guys 
coming through. 

“I have had my time and really 
enjoyed it and I am grateful for all 
the opportunities I have had 
throughout my career.” 

Katich feels he owes something to 
Hampshire and says he may con¬ 
sider playing another season. 

“They have been fantastic in giv¬ 
ing me a chance to play over here 
and there are a few things I would 
like to achieve in England in terms 


of being part of a winning team. 

“And they are keen to do that 
with a young developing team and 
they want my experience around.” 

Regarding his decision to quit the 
Australian first class scene, Katich 
declared: “I am leaving happy. 

Very lucky 

“I always look back to when I 
first started and I was just hoping 
to play first-class cricket. 

“So to have ended up playing for 
16 years or whatever is something I 
consider myself very lucky to have 
done. 

“I look back with a lot of positivi¬ 
ty and I was lucky enough to see 


both eras of Australian cricket - 
the golden era of the legends play¬ 
ing when I first toured in 1999 and 
then to play a part with the team 
trying to rebuild in the past three 
years. 

“And I feel fortunate to have 
played with some great people and 
make friends out of it 

“I’ve thoroughly enjoyed spend¬ 
ing time with my son and it gets 
harder and harder to be away. 

“There wasn’t much left for me to 
achieve playing on, having played 
in winning Sheffield Shield and 
one-day teams for NSW.” 

The debate over whether Katich 
should still be part of his country’s 
Test team rages on Down Under. 


In all, Katich played 56 Tests, and 
had far more success in the second 
half of his international career. 

In his first 23 Tests, from his 
debut in 2001 through to the 
autumn of 2005, he scored just two 
centuries and eight half-centuries. 

On winning a recall in 2008 after a 
sensational run of form for NSW in 
the 2007/08 Pura Cup, he quickly 
established himself in the Test 
team at the top of the order. 

As a result, he scored eight cen¬ 
turies and a further 17 half-cen¬ 
turies in his last 23 Tests. 

He had been his country’s top 
Test scorer for the previous two 
years when he was jettisoned by 
Cricket Australia.

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HAMPSHIRE LEAGUE: New boys so quick to impress in County Division 1 


NEWLY promoted St Cross Symondians 
have made the perfect start to life in 
Hampshire League County Division 1. 

Maximum points from four wins and third 
place in the log was beyond Tom Postle’s 
wildest dreams when this rain-dogged season 
eventually began a fortnight late, writes MIKE 
VIMPANY. 

And let’s not forget - we’re talking about St 
Cross Symondians’ THIRD XI, average age 21! 

In 2009, they were a County 3 outfit. A year 
later, they were promoted as runners-up to 
Ventnor II; last season, they earned their pro¬ 
motion ticket into County 1. 

St Cross have achieved their success this 
summer in some style: each match they have 
chased down targets and won with maximum- 
point hauls. 

Ironically, the bad weather which wiped out 
the opening two weeks of the County Division 
1 enabled St Cross Symondians’ to ‘avoid’ play¬ 
ing Locks Heath and Waterlooville, two of the 
fancied sides. 

But, having overhauled a Rowledge II total of 
153 to win by six wickets, St Cross rose to the 
challenge and bettered a formidable 295-5 post¬ 
ed by Bashley (Rydal) II - Grant Edgar scoring 
a century. 

Chris Rose hit the triple-figure mark in the 
following week’s six-wicket win over 
Lymington II, who scored 271-7. 

Win number four came against Alton II - St 
Cross making things unnecessarily difficult for 
themselves before recording another four- 
wicket win. 

“Alton only made 157 - and 66 of them were 
extras we gave them,” groaned Postle. 

Standing behind the stumps, Postle appreci¬ 
ated only too well the profligate nature of his 
side’s bowling. 

“We bowled 55 wides - effectively giving 
Alton a stack more overs. It’s certainly a loose 
area we need to concentrate on,” he added. 

St Cross Symondians again chased down the 
target, but not without a few scares. 

They lost two early wickets but recovered 
and were going well when Bashley hero Grant 
Elliott holed out. 

In the end, it was 17-year old Steven 
Berryman, who was the St Cross match win¬ 
ner. 

The Peter Symonds College student, whose 
father Malcolm was a prolific run scorer in his 
Liphook & Ripsley days, has been a key mid¬ 
dle-order man this summer. 

He hit a quick-fire 44 in the Bashley win, 
struck 60 against Lymington, and won the 
Alton game with an unbeaten 50. 

“Like a lot of us, Steven’s come up through 
the colts and is having a real impact this sea¬ 
son,” praised Postle. 

“He had to handle a tricky situation against 
Alton, who bowled pretty tidily, particularly 
Tom Paul. So he had to pick the bad ball and 
through his concentration he won us the 
game.” 

St Cross Symondians go into today’s seventh 
round of fixtures marginally behind 
Waterlooville and Portsmouth & Southsea at 
the top. 

But they’ll be confident of a fifth straight win, 
as opponents Andover II are anchored to the 
CD1 basement after losing all four games. 

The Ville remained on top with a close-run 
four-wicket win at Hook & Newnham Basics, 
who lost early wickets after being put in. 

John Hudson (3-46) and Sam Hillman (2-13) 
did the damage before Ben Allnutt (48) and 
Graham Buckingham (28) repaired the damage 
and put 160 on the board. 

In complete contrast, Waterlooville began 
with a 105-run opening stand between Alex 
Shephard (58) and John Grewer (55), their 
lanky South African opener, from Durban. 

“But we fought back well with the ball, with 
Alex Cates, Keith Lovelock and Colin Lye all 
hard to get away and bowling very effectively,” 
skipper Ben Allnutt said.

and the Ville crept over the line with four balls 
to spare. 

Portsmouth & Southsea (v Idlers) and Ryde 
(at Purbrook) were both sidelined by saturated 
pitches - but Portchester played and put anoth¬ 
er dent in Locks Heath’s prospects for the sea¬ 
son. 

Australian Jamie Ryan led the way as 
Portchester piled up 259-8 before bowling 
Locks Heath out for 177. 

In typical Aussie style, Ryan is particularly 
destructive on anything pitched short and hit 


four sixes (besides a good number of fours) in 
his 101. He shared a 99-run second-wicket 
stand with Curtis Locke (53), which laid the 
platform for Portchester’s 259. 

Mike Boyd (58) always looked capable of 
breaking loose for Locks Heath, but a two- 
wicket spell by 15-year old Harry Robbins, 
which included the scalp of the still promising 
Scott Jones (37), tilted the balance.

B&NH ADDITION A BOOST FOR SEPL

THE application by Basingstoke 
& North Hants to join the 
restructured Southern Electric 
Premier League next season 
goes before the clubs at an 
EGM at The Ageas Bowl on 
Wednesday evening. 

Basingstoke plan to move their 
first and second teams across from 
the Thames Valley League and take 
up berths in the SPL’s reshaped 
third and fourth divisions. 

The Premier League agreed last 
winter to operate with four divi¬ 
sions, each of ten teams, in 2013 with 
the existing Division 3 being split. 

It will mean the numerical strength 
of the SPL being increased by two to 
40 teams - and Basingstoke are look¬ 
ing to take up the two new slots. 

If a proposal being put to 
Wednesday’s EGM is accepted by the 
clubs, Basingstoke’s first team 
would take up the tenth spot in the 
new Division 3, with the May’s 
Bounty second string doing likewise 
in the newly formed Division 4. 

Thames Valley League Division 1 is 
the equivalent of Premier 3 on the 
ladder and TVL Division 2A, in 
which Basingstoke seconds play, 
would be the same level as the newly 
created SPL4. 

Both teams would simply shift 
leagues on their existing rung. 

Basingstoke are keen to have all 


their five Saturday league teams 
playing in the Hampshire recre¬ 
ational pyramid - and the Premier 
League’s restructure gives them that 
opportunity. 

Although not the force they once 
were in the Home Counties pyramid, 
Basingstoke would be a tremendous 
asset to the Premier League. 

A club with tradition and of proven 


ability, their presence would certain¬ 
ly add a competitive edge to the SPL. 

Basingstoke’s historic headquar¬ 
ters at May’s Bounty, one of the 
nicest venues in the county, is Gold 
accredited and so is the club’s youth 
set-up. The Castle Field at the back of 
the pavilion - normally a batsman’s 
paradise - would probably get a 
‘bronze’ tick in the scheme of things! 


The Premier League reports that it 
has “received no meaningful or 
other credible applications” for 2013. 

Only a handful of existing 
Hampshire League County Division 
1 clubs have the necessary accredita¬ 
tion to be considered for elevation 
into the Premier pyramid. 

Several Dorset clubs are under¬ 
stood to have ‘enquired’ about join¬ 


ing, but again ground accreditation 
considerations would be an issue, 
particularly with the future of Dean 
Park for cricket so uncertain beyond 
2014 when Bournemouth University 
pull out. 

Travelling west for Premier League 
cricket too can be an arduous experi¬ 
ence: how often are the M3 and west¬ 
bound M27 routes clogged on a 
Saturday? 

Geographically, Basingstoke are 
well suited with clubs, in the main, 
going against the traffic flow. 

Teams in the Southampton and 
Winchester areas would normally be 
able to reach May’s Bounty in about 
30 minutes. 

SPL clubs should give Basingstoke 
the nod on Wednesday evening, but 
one sticking point could be the start¬ 
ing point for their second team. 

Some clubs think they should be 
placed in the Hampshire League - 
but it is believed that is not an option 
the HL will consider. 

The newly created fourth division 
would probably have three 2nd XIs 
in anyway - only Havant and Totton 
& Eling IIs are currently in the top 
half of SPL3 - so Basingstoke IIs 
would soon find their level. 

All in all, the Southern Electric 
Premier League has a unique oppor¬ 
tunity to enhance the Hampshire 
recreational pyramid at the highest 
level. 

Such an opportunity should not be 
missed at the Ageas Bowl on 
Wednesday evening.

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ROYAL ASCOT 2012 PREVIEW 



FASCINATORS are out and hats are 
in - that’s the official word as a 
new era of more stringent dress 
codes dawns at Royal Ascot 

Whether your style is more couture 
Alexander McQueen or bargain-rail 
Primark, Royal Ascot epitomises the 
very essence of elegant dressing to 
many. 

At the complete opposite end of the 
scale to the outfits on show at Aintree’s 
ladies’ day, Ascot, and the Royal 
Enclosure in particular, has always 
been the home of classy ensembles. 

However, some have felt that the 
lines have blurred in recent years, with 
perhaps not quite all racegoers meeting 
the expected sartorial standards. 

After all, there’s nowhere quite like 
Ascot and its Bowler-hatted gatemen 
when it comes to tradition. 

In a bid to arrest a perceived fashion 
decline, officials at Ascot have outlined 
a new set of rules for both the Royal 
and Grandstand enclosures - with the 
outlawing of fascinators a particular 
change for the first-named area. 

Headpieces must have a base of at 
least four inches so brief feathery con¬ 
coctions are definitely not expected, 
while dresses and skirts must sit above 
the knee or longer to gain official 
approval. 

Straps must also be at least one-inch 
thick which rules out strapless, halter- 
neck and off-the-shoulder creations, 
too. 

And it is not just the ladies who are 
expected to don their best, gentleman 
racegoers in the Royal Enclosure have 
also been reminded that morning suits 
- including black shoes, a black or grey 
top hat, tie and a waistcoat - are de 
rigeur while cravats are a style no-no. 

Some may view the new rules as 
unnecessary officialdom at best and 
snobbery at worst, and Ascot scored an 
own goal in publicity terms at a meet¬ 
ing in January this year when some 
customers were handed orange stick¬ 
ers for breaching the premier enclo¬ 
sure dress code, introduced that week, 
stating the need for a jacket and tie. 

Such was the furore that Ascot were 
quick to offer refunds, and chief execu¬ 
tive Charles Barnett issued a statement 
in which he said: “No customers should 
be expected to pay for such an experi¬ 
ence.” 

But Barnett believes most racegoers 
are eager to see the formal traditions 
preserved at the showpiece event. 

He said: “We have worked extensive¬ 
ly with experts in the world of fashion 
to define better what formal dress 
means, with the overarching intention 
of being as helpful as possible to our 
visitors and assisting everyone in 
understanding what is expected and, 
we believe, cherished about the dress 


code at Royal Ascot. 

“It isn't a question of elitism and not 
being modern in a world where there is 
less and less requirement to dress 
smartly - far from it. 

“We want to see modern and stylish 
dress at Royal Ascot, just within the 
parameters of formal wear, and the 
feedback we have received from our 
customers overwhelmingly supports 
that.” 

While the Grandstand enclosure 
offers a slightly more relaxed policy, 
gents are now required to wear a suit 
and tie rather than a 'shirt and tie, 
preferably with a suit of jacket', while 
hats, fascinators or headpieces are a 
must for female racegoers and not the 
optional extra of previous years. 

Ladies in the Grandstand must also 
match their Royal Enclosure counter¬ 
parts in their lengths of skirt. 


There is no official guidance on strap 
width but strapless or sheer strap 
dresses and tops will not be permitted. 

Attending Ascot will certainly now 
require more effort for some this year, 
but women’s fashion bible Vogue 
believes the occasion merits such 
endeavour. 

Sarah Harris, fashion features editor, 
Vogue said: “Royal Ascot is one of the 
most prestigious events of the season 
and improving the dress code wording 
will ensure that the event remains 
iconic and a strong part of the fashion 
calendar.” 

However, if you wish to show your 
Euro 2012 support for England by don¬ 
ning your shirt, or flashing your abs in 
a crop-top, plugging your business, or 
dressing as a fairy, you would be best 
staying at home as all are banned at the 
Berkshire venue. 


A - Z of ROYAL ASCOT 

A is for Ascot: Aidan 
O'Brien. The Ballydoyle mae¬ 
stro was leading Ascot trainer 
12 months ago and has 
claimed 35 Royal victories. 
This year's Coolmore-led 
battalion looks as strong as 
ever. 

B is for Britannia: First run 
in 1928, the mile handicap is 
one of the most keenly-con- 
tested races of the meeting. 

C is for Choisir: The 

unknown Australian race¬ 
horse sprung a surprise when 
taking the 2003 King's Stand 
Stakes at 25-1 before 
promptly following up four 
days later in the Golden 
Jubilee Stakes. 

D is for Djelal: The French- 
trained winner of the 1947 
Diadem Stakes was the first 
horse to travel by plane to 
race in another country. 

E is for East Cote: The origi¬ 
nal name of the area when 
Queen Anne saw the poten¬ 
tial for racecourse develop¬ 
ment back in 1711. 

F is for Frankel: The great¬ 
est horse on the planet bids 
to stretch his unbeaten 
record to 11 in the Queen 
Anne Stakes on Tuesday. 

G is for Gold Cup: The two- 
and-a-half-mile race is 
arguably the most prestigious 
contest of the meeting. It was 
won last year by Fame And 
Glory. 

H is for Sir Henry Cecil: The 

resurgent Newmarket trainer, 
with 73 victories, has had 
more Royal Ascot winners 
than any other handler. 

I is for Ireland: Only four 
times since 1960 has the 
Emerald Isle not produced at 
least one winner at the meet¬ 
ing. 

J is for Jubilee: During the 
Queen's Jubilee in 2002, the 
Golden Jubilee Stakes was 
upgraded to Group One sta¬ 
tus for the first time. It was 
won by Malhub. This year it 
will be run as the Diamond 
Jubilee Stakes, with Aussie 
wonder mare Black Caviar 
the centre of attention. 

K is for King's Stand 
Stakes: Created as a result 
of bad weather in 1860, the 
five-furlong sprint is now one 
of the Royal highlights. 
Prohibit did the business 12 
months ago. 

L is for Limousines: 

Approximately 1,000 limos 
and 400 helicopters descend 
on Royal Ascot every year, 
ferrying people to and from 
the course. 

M is for Majesty's Plate: 

The first race ever held at 
Ascot, all the way back on 
August 11, 1711. 

N is for Norfolk Stakes: This 
five-furlong Group Two affair 
always attracts some smart 


and speedy juveniles and 
was won last year by the 
Kevin Ryan-trained Bapak 
Chinta. 

O is for One In A Million: 

Winner of the Coronation 
Stakes in 1979, she pro¬ 
duced a daughter in 
Milligram who won the same 
race in 1987. 

P is for Party: The Silver 
Ring will be laid out in the 
style of a 1950s street party, 
complete with bunting and 
flags, to celebrate The 
Diamond Jubilee. 

Q is for Queen: The Queen 
always travels to the races 


down the centre of the track 
in a carriage procession. Her 
Majesty's Carlton House is 
this year due to fly in the flag 
in the Prince of Wales's 
Stakes, while Momentary 
competes in the Ribblesdale. 

R is for Royal Enclosure: 

Almost impossible to get 
access to, applicants must 
be recommended to Ascot 
by other members. Men with 
badges must wear full morn¬ 
ing dress. 

S is for Sir Michael Stoute: 

The Newmarket maestro has 
saddled 63 Royal winners to 
date, but was out of luck 12 
months ago. 


T is for Traffic: Potential 
congestion and parking prob¬ 
lems are one of the main 
headaches for organisers and 
racegoers alike. 

U is for Umbrellas: A pre¬ 
requisite if this year's desper¬ 
ate summer does not 
improve quickly. 

V is for Vincent O'Brien: The 

Irish legend secured 25 Royal 
Ascot victories, starting with 
Gladness in the 1958 Gold 
Cup. 

W is for Wokingham: The 

first handicap ever to have 
been run at Royal Ascot, 


back in 1813. 

X is for X-rated: That was 
the finish of the Queen Anne 
Stakes in 1974, when the 
stewards took exception to 
the first three and threw them 
all out, awarding the race to 
fourth-placed Brook. 

Y is for Yeats: The brilliant 
stayer from Ballydoyle who 
claimed a record-breaking 
four consecutive victories in 
the Gold Cup. 

Z is for Zarathustra: The 

1957 Gold Cup winner was 
the first of 11 in the meet¬ 
ing's feature race for the 
great Lester Piggott.

GREAT Britain’s men’s handball 
side will begin their Olympic 
Games campaign in the toughest 
possible manner by facing reign¬ 
ing gold medallists France at the 
Copper Box on July 29. 

GB coach Dragan Djukic had the 
luxury of picking which group his 
side went into as host nation. 

He opted for Pool A, which con¬ 
tained champions France and sil¬ 
ver medallists Iceland, in the hope 
of faring well against the non- 
European sides of Argentina and 
Tunisia. 

They face Sweden in their sec¬ 
ond outing on July 31, followed by 
the crunch games with their South 
American and African opponents 
on August 2 and 4 respectively. 

Their preliminary stage cam¬ 
paign comes to an end with a 
clash against Iceland on August 6. 

The women play their first game 
on the opening day of the compe¬ 
tition on July 28 in Pool A, when 
they are paired up with 
Montenegro, who they recently 
lost to in a Euro 2012 qualifying 
game. 

Russia (July 30) and Brazil 
(August 1) are their next oppo¬ 
nents before their must-win clash 



with Angola on August 3 while 
their preliminary stage closes with 
a tussle with Croatia on August 5.

Tim’s time 
for Ascot 
glory again? 

■ RACING 

TIM Pitt is hoping Dark Ranger 
can bring back the Royal Ascot 
glory days when he turns out at 
the feature meeting next week. 

Pitt saddled Les Arcs to a sur¬ 
prise 33-1 victory in the Golden 
Jubilee Stakes back in 2006, 
but the Newmarket-based 
trainer has only had a handful 
of runners at the showpiece fix¬ 
ture since. 

However, he believes Dark 
Ranger has an excellent 
chance of enhancing the yard’s 
record in Tuesday’s Ascot 
Stakes over two and a half 
miles. 

The six-year-old has not won 
May 2011 but has finished sec¬ 
ond on each of his last four 
starts, most recently when just 
edged out at York’s Dante 
meeting. 

That was over two furlongs 
less than he faces at Ascot, but 
Pitt has no concerns about 
Dark Ranger’s stamina. 

He said: “Since we stepped 
him up to two miles we have 
never looked back. He was run¬ 
ning consistently on the all- 
weather and when he crept to a 
mark of 79, we decided to give 
him one run to see if we could 
get him into the mid 80s that 
would get him into the bottom 
of the handicap for the Ascot 
Stakes. 

“He ran his heart out at York 
last time, pulled well clear of 
the field and just got beat by a 
better handicapped horse. 

“He went up 81b to 87 at York, 
which on the one hand is harsh 
for finishing second, but on the 
other it ensures that he will get 
into the race at Ascot. 

“Tom Queally is going to ride 
and I think he goes there with a 
very realistic each-way chance. 

“He has a first and two sec¬ 
onds on his three starts at two 
and a quarter miles and he will 
relish the step up to two and a 
half miles. 

“He's one in the field that is 
guaranteed to get the trip. 

“He hasn’t won in 12 months 
and his last victory came off 62 
and he's now on 87. He's fin¬ 
ished second on six of his last 
seven starts but there have 
been reasons each time, he is 
not ungenuine and has 
improved as he has got older. 

"The better the ground, the 
better for him and I'd be happi¬ 
er if the word good is men¬ 
tioned but there's only one 
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
